tital surfaoe of the earth. At Uatans, 
thirty miles away, buildings were wrecked 
by the concussion. In Ceylon, 2,000 
miles away, a sound as of heavy gung 
was heard. At Rodriguez, nearly 3,000 
miles away, it was distinctly heard 
like the roar of the distant artillery. The 
sea wave censed by thfe upheaval was 
perceived as far away aa the English 
channel, while a great atmospheric wave 
swept three times from Krakatoa to the 
antipodes and back again. 
Fatly one 
and one-eighth cable milles of earth 
were hurled into the air, some fragments 
reaching a height of thirty-one miles f 
while an incalculably olond lot dust and 
water filled the air at a height of from 
seventeen to twenty-three miles. It is 
not difficult to believe that enough of 
this dnst and vapor was wafted to this 
side of the world to produce the beauti­ 
ful phenomena that were the wonder and 
delight of every observer of the sunsets.

S E T T L E R S ALREADY ESCA PING 
FROM OKLAHOMA. 


The regular business connected with 
the settlement of such a territory as Ok­ 
lahoma has begun. One land seeker 
has been shot down by another, and wa­ 
ter is selling for five cents a glass. 


There does not seem to be any limit to 
the enterprise of speculators who are 
rushing for Oklahoma. The man who 
started for that field of labor with a wagon 
load of coffins has already fonnd use to* 
some of them. 
He got stranded where 
there was no wood, and he had to break 
them up for firewood. 


The lower house of the Michigan leg­ 
islature ha? passed a bill whioh prohibits 
the ‘•meuufacture, sale, keeping for sale 
or giving away of any cigarettes or an/ 
imitation thereof composed in whole or 
in part o f to be coo, or soy substance in 
the form of the cigarette containing any 
narcotic elements.” The spirit of the 
Michigan legislature is all right, al­ 
though its judgement may be a little 
warped.

G uthrie, I. T., April 24.—The boomers 
are In possession of Oklahoma, but their 
joy is marred by suffering and hardships 
which are already upon them. 
Starvation 
actually stares people in the face. Fifteen 
thousand people asked for tho commonest 
necessities of life and were unable to ob­ 
tain them, even by offering fabulous prices 
for them. 
The absence of water has caused 
the most hardships. 
It was an intensely 
hot day, and this added to tho demand for 
something to quench their thirst 
The 
water of the river has an alkali taste, and 
rather increases the thirst than satisfies it. 
The same can be said of tho water obtained 
from the two wells here. 
Good drinking 
water has been brought hero from a pipe 
lino from the railroad tank, an i so groat 
was the drain upon this that the railroad 
company called on tho authorities to keep 
everybody away from the tank. 
Whon 
tho trains arrived the tanks of the engines 
were tapped until means were taken to 
stop it: 
Those who had obtained water from the 
big tank early in tho day had filled bar­ 
rels and they reaped a rich harvest by 
selling it by the cupful for IO cents. This 
painful scarcity of water nearly drove 
some cf the people wild. Food also brought 
large prices, and many were willing to pay 
for it but could not obtain it. 
A meal of 
bacon or ham and eggs, with stale bread 
and a cup of horrible coffee was worth $1. 
Such meals produced a burning thirst, 
which it was impossible to gratify. Dunn" 
tho night which followed the first day o*f 
Guthrie’s existence sleeping accommoda­ 
tions amounted to nil. 
There were only a 
few hundred tents and 15,000 people, in­ 
cluding IOO women. 
Most of these’had 
not encumbered 
themselves with any 
superfluous baggage in the shape of blan­ 
kets, and they had no other recourse than 
to lie upon the bare prairie with nothing 
for protection but tho clothes they wore. 
A lready They Ara Leaving. 
Discontent and misery are stamped on 
every countenance. 
The whole matter is 
a terrible disappointment and just where 
it will end is not very clear. 
To-day’s 
trains, while they brought in several thous­ 
and people, also took out about 1,000 who 
have had enough. 
Added to this the bit­ 
terness engendered by the “ hogging” of 
tho town lots by Government officials and 
their friends it will be seen that the cup of 
woe of the average boomer is well filled 
and prepared to run over. 
The town site has been altered a dozen 
times. 
This is calculated to breed a de­ 
gree of uncertainty as to tho titles and it 
adds fuel to the flames of dissatisfaction. 
Taking it altogether tho 
situation in 
Guthrie is deplorable, and it may at any 
time culminate in a serious disturbance, if 
not a general riot. 
At 8 o’clock Tuesday morning a line of 
IOO men formed in front of the land office 
and awaited their turns. 
Business was 
transacted with the usual slowness for 
which the office is becoming noted. 
Tho 
land ofllce is still the only building in 
town, though a hotel 40x60, and a bank 
building to be owned by some Kansas peo­ 
ple are being rapidly pushed to comple­ 
tion. 
No town was ever built under greater 
difficulties nor so quickly as Guthrie, nor 
have so many men been disappointed be­ 
fore in so short a time. 
Tho anticipated 
bloodshed over quarter sections will not 
occur, as the farmers seem disposed to 
peaceably adjust all difficulties, and when 
they find one quarter section occupied 
move on until they find another. 
But 
here in Guthrie all is confusion and tho 
feeling that an imposition has been prac­ 
ticed grows stronger and stronger and the 
bitterness is now intense as tho full import 
of the action of the government officials 
becomes better understood. 
Public meet- I 
ings are being constantly held by States 
and unitedly, at all of which the question 
is raised how best to overcome the present 
situation. 
The choice portions of the town J 
were staked out Sunday night, and by IO ; 
o’clock Monday they were taken possession 
of. 
This is what causes the dissatisfaction 1 
that now exists. 
I 
Jumpers are still laying out lots in ' 
streets, closing them up, hoping that when 1 
the survey is made they will have some- I 
thing. 
Men who are holding lots for them- I 
selves and friends are having surveyors ' 
run lines and there are as many different 
lines as there are conflicting interests. 
Mr. Waldron’s experience is a fair sam- i 
pie of the way things are done. Yesterday i 
he had a corner lot. 
To-day the same lot 
faces an afley, while the front of it is ' 
occupied by someone else. 
Another lot ! 
which was supposed to be on a corner yes- j 
terday was held at $3,000 last night, this 
evening $100 was asked, and $10 offered, | 
the lot having been surrounded. 
The dis­ 
gusted are already leaving in force, and 
many wagons are now headed for tho 
north. 
F irst Entries at G uthrie. 
The 
first 
homestead entry 
filed at 
Guthrie was that of Mark S. Cohen, of 
Fort Smith, Ark. 
Tho first soldier to Alo 
a declaratory statement was Benton Tur­ 
ner, who was a private in Company I, 
Sixth Illinois 
cavalry. 
Monday three 
town-site entries, those of Guthrie, Okla­ 
homa City and Edmunds, and twenty-one 
soldiers’ declaratory statements were filed. 
At 12:25 o’clock William Johnson, head­ 
ing the little procession at tho land office, 
laid down a rough chart of Guthrie and 
filed it os a town site. 
This was the first 
paper presented. 
Four land office clerks from Washington 
arrived Monday, two to be stationed al 
Kingfisher and two here. 
Land Registrar 
Dilia stated that the Kingfisher land office 
will not be open until Thursday. 


THE FIRST MURDERS. 


Settlers Shot Down by a R ival C laim ­ 
ant for a Tract of Land. 
G uth r ie, Oklahoma Ter., April 24 — 
About 5 o’clock Monday evening a pistol 
shot, which appeared to have been fired 
from across Cottonwood creek, west of the 
depot and outside of tho towu-sito reserve, 
attracted attention. 
In a moment a man 
on horseback went west over the hill at a 
breakneck 
speed. 
Two deputies 
went 
over, but were told that nothing had ac­ 
cused. 
A reporter got a boat and crossed 
the stream, however, to investigata. 
In 
the bushes were collected half a dozon mon. 
On the ground and beside a half-mado 
gravo was stretched out all that was left of 
SS. T. Compis. 
A ball from a revolver had 
passed through his breast, coming out of 
the back. 
Ho lived half an hour after 
being shot, but was dead whon tho re­ 
porter reached him. 
Efforts were made to 
conceal the body. 
Tho faro was at onco 
recognized as that of a man who Had 
eaten dinner with tho correspondent. Com­ 
pis had said that ho and His partner had 
entered Guthrie on ironies. 
All tho lots 
were gone and they had swam the Cotton­ 
wood ami hail staked a claim. 
As they 
were driving tho last stake a fellow was 
discovered in the bushos on the bank of the 
creek. 
This man said he had already 
staked the claim. 
Compis ani! his part­ 
ner offered to divide. 
To this tho fellow 
objected and warned them that ho would 
shoot if they did not leavo. 
Compis paid 
no attention to this threat and as he left 
tho meal tent he said that ho should sleep 
on that claim. 
Half an hour afterward Compis was shot 
by tho first claimant. 
Tho murderer got 
away before Compis’ companion could 
realize what had been done. 
Believing 
secrecy tho host policy, Compis’ partner 
dragged the dying man into tho bushes and 
said that no one had been hurt. 
Tho part­ 
ner would not give his name and tho pecu­ 
liarity of tho situation prevented a search­ 
ing inquiry. 
The dead man was about 30 
years old and had black hair and eyes. 
When ho left the eating tent ho wore a 
gray flannel shirt, boots, and pants aud 
had his coat strapped to his body. 
Com­ 
pis’ companion took possession of the mur­ 
derer’s outfit, consisting of a wagon and 
two horses 
The body was buried in tho 
bushes and a posse of thirty took the trail 
after tho murderer, coming up to him 
twelve miles north. 
Refusing to surfendor 
he was shot down by a volley from the 
posso. 
Reference to tho entry books shows 
his name to have probably been C. Y. 
Land. 
Marshal J. G. Norrun says that Martin 
Colbark, a Chickasaw cattle owner, was 
shot and killed on tho eastern border by a 
man named Nolan, who escaped. 
Tho dis­ 
pute was over a claim, Nolan having been 
one of tho many who had sneaked into tho 
Territory and had hidden, and then staked 
the same claim which Colbark had reached 
by rapid riding. 
The other killing took 
place fourteen miles west of Oklahoma 
City. 
A patrol of deputy marshals came 
across a man named Martin who was on- 
gaged in building a sod house. 
Th*} man 
acted rather suspiciously and one of the 
marshals began riding around the premises. 
He soon came across what appeared to be a 
newly-made grave. 
Martin was at once 
questionel about it, when ho admitted 
having shot and killed a man who was a 
stranger to him. 
Ho said he left his wife 
and children on the southern border and 
had almost killed a horse in his efforts to 
reach this particular claim. 
When ho 
found tho stranger already there ho became 
enraged at what ho considered the mail’s 
dishonesty and shot him through tho head. 
Martin is now under arrest. 


A W ealthy Stockm an Slain. 
P u r c e l l , I. T., April 24.—A runner 
I just in from the North Canadian river 
. river country says that a wealthy cattle 
owner, Mr. McCloud, who owns hundreds 
of cattle in the Cherokee strip, was shot 
and killed by a cowboy for jumping the 
1 latter’s claim, just five miles south of here 
' and about three miles west of the railroad 
' track.

D isappointed B oom ers Form a 
D es­ 
perate P lan —Trouble Feared. 
A r k a n s a s C it y , Kan., April 24.—A 
meeting was held in this city last night at 
the opera houso and if the plans adopted 
there are carried out it may lead to disas­ 
trous consequences. 
Those who attended 
were the disappointed boomers and they 
numbered over 500 men. 
Bitter speeches 
were made denouncing the action of the 
doputy-marshals and other government 
officials who had, under the cloak of 
authority, staked out for themselves and 
their friends tho most desirable town-sites 
aud quarter sections in tho Territory, to 
the disadvantage of the law-abiding and 
actual settler. 
It was finally agreed to 
enter the Cherokee outlet in a body without 
regard to what the consequences of such 
an illegal act might bo. 
Trouble may be at once expected if this 
plan is carried out. 
Capt. Hayes, an old 
frontiersman and a man of the coolest 
judgment, has police charge of the strip, 
and while he will be firm in his treatment 
of tho invasion it is safe to say that these 
men will bo driven from tho outlet.

AT K ING FISH ER. 


E xciting Scenes A ttend the Bush Into 
W estern Oklahom a. 
L is b o n , I. T., April 24.—Lisbon, or 
Kingfisher, as it is sometimes called, is a 
large town already. 
Chicago avenue is a 
half-mile long. 
The town, however, is yet 
a city of tents. 
Capt. Woodson gave the 
settlers under his direction a fair start on 
the line at noon Monday. 
Tho horseback 
men dashed recklessly across the prairie, 
the wagons and carriages following in 
haste and confusion. 
Tho first arrival at 
Kingfisher was W. B. Guthrie of Custer 
county, Nebraska. 
He covered the twen­ 
ty-five miles in one hour and three-quar 
tors.

House, when the general appropriation bill 
came up for passage, by agreement every 
Democrat who voted, with the exception of 
Mr. Walsh, 
voted 
against 
the 
bill, 
and every Republican, with the exception 
of Mr. Sullivan, voted for it. 
Tho result 
was: 
Yeas CD, nays 52. 
Several of the 
Democrats who have State institutions in 
their districts did not vote. 
Mr. Miller of 
Stark changed from the affirmative to tho 
negative, and gave notice of a motion to 
reconsider, and Mr. 
Partridge followed 
with notice to reconsider the vote by which 
the bill making appropriations for the Nor­ 
mal school at Carbondale passed the House 
an hour before the general appropriation 
bill failed. 
It is conceded that the bill will 
be reconsidered and passed without any 
trouble. 
Labor legislation got another decided 
lift in the passage by the House of Mr. 
Wells’ bill for the better protection of life 
and health of employes in mills and fac­ 
tories. 
The bill is indorsed by tho State 
Federation of Labor and is intended to 
reach the evils of construction of buildings 
in which largo numbers of men, women, 
and children are employed. 
Provision is 
made for an inspector and for keeping 
records of his reports, and an appropria­ 
tion of $5,000 is made to defray the ex­ 
penses of tho work. 
The bill passed with 
very few votes in tho negative. 
Mr. Miller’s habitual criminal bill wont 
tim ugh tho Houso by a mere scratch. Tho 
House also passed Mr. Crafts’ bill requir­ 
ing Appellate court judges, in all cases 
reversed, to decide all of the points raised 
in the issues. 
The Senate devoted itself to bills on 
second reading. 
It practically served no­ 
tice on tho Houso that no House bills will 
be considered in the (Senate so long as the 
House declines to act upon the Senate bills. 
This’was a movement on tho part of Sena­ 
tor Eckhart to compel the Houso to get to 
the order of Senate bills and thus reach tho 
telephone bill. 
It may not bo effective, 
but the probability is that the House will 
get to a test vote on tho telephone question 
within a day or two.

She dimly hopes to sometime win 
renown as a literary center; sho has hazy 
ideas of being the dwelling place of tho 
arts; and thore aro of hor population thoso 
who boldly declare sho will at no distant 
day come to be a great scientific center. 
This last ambition is by no means the amus­ 
ing vagary of restless minds. 
Tho city 
already has a fine start in this direction. 
Its Museum of Natural History, though 
founded scarcely twenty years ago, ranks 
among tho first of tho scientific institu­ 
tions of tho country. 
Should its progress 
continue thus rapid, 
it 
would 
before 
many years become what it is designed to 
ba—a post graduate university of natural 
sciences, where students from all parts of 
tho world can find as complete opportuni­ 
ties of research as London or Berlin pos­ 
sesses. 
The 
present building of 
tho 
museum is, like that of the Metropolitan 
museum of art, a single wing of what will 
bo an immense mass of architecture. 
In 
style it is modern Gothic, and the interior 
arrangements are probably the best known. 
The cases, set one between each window, 
with the end to the wall, do not in anway 
obstruct the light, and every corner is 
brightly illuminaied. All the specimens ore 
the best that can be secured, 
and many 
are exceedingly rare. 
On tho first floor is 
the Jesup collection of North American 
woods. 
Theso are so cut as to show the 
cross and lengthwise grain, which is both 
polished and unpolished. 
Appended to 
each specimen is a map, colored to show’ 
in what part of the continent tho wood is 
found. 
The second story is the hall of 
birds. 
All tho 10,00) specimens here are 
exhibited in the best manlier. 
There are 
no boughs, mosses, or other useless access­ 
aries, aud all mechanical supports aro 
kept out of sight 
Thus tho visitor has un­ 
interrupted opportunity to study tho bird. 
In the gallery the chief interest centers in 
the stone implements from the valley of tho 
Sotnme river in northern Franco and tho 
specimens from the Swiss lake dwellings. 
The attic story is used by students, and here 
!s where Prof. Bickmore gives his lectures. 
Only the chief treasures of the Museum 
nave been spoken of. 
The toto library of 
12,00 ) volumes, the corals, fisho9, reptiles, 
nammalia, shells, implements of various 
peoples, 
all these 
are 
deserving 
of 
nore 
than a mere mention, 
but the 
units of this letter make an extended 
Recount impossible. 
Ail we can hope to 
lo, is, perhaps, to suggest to any who are 
clanning a visit to tho metropolis that the 
Museum of Natural History Is one of tho 
"sights” that should not be missed.
